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Flying Saucer Hunt 
Ended by Air Force 


WASHINGTON - (AP) - 
The Air Force is finally, 
and not very reluctantly, 
going out of the flying sau¬ 
cer-seeking business after 
spending 21 years and 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars investigating UFOs. 

Secretary of the Air 
Force Robert C. Seamans 
Jr., announced yesterday 
that Project Blue Book, the 
Air Force agency which 
kept voluminous files on re¬ 
ported sightings of unidenti¬ 
fied flying objects, is being 
closed immediately. 

He sent the chief of staff, 
Gen. John D. Ryan, a mem¬ 
orandum saying Project 
Blue Book “cannot be justi¬ 
fied either on the ground of 
national security or in the 
interest of science.” 

Seamans could have add¬ 
ed that the two decades of 
UFO-hunting had brought 
the .Air Force little but mis¬ 
ery and criticism, much of 
it from UFO enthusiasts 
who claimed the Pentagon 
was trying to hush up flying 
saucers. 

Closure of the project, a 
three-man office located at 
V.’right-Patterson Air Force 
Base in Ohio, v/as suggested 
earlier this year in an Air 
Force-financed report by 
the University of Colorado. 

The $539,000 report con¬ 
cluded that little if anything 
had come out of the official 
investigation of UFOs dat¬ 
ing back to 1947 that added 
to scientific knowledge. 

The report, later endorsed 
by the National Academy of 
Sciences, said further ex¬ 
tensive study of unknown 
objects should not be contin- 
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ued in the expectation that 
science would benefit. 

The University of Colora¬ 
do panel headed by Dr. Ed¬ 
ward U. Condon found that 
most sightings turned out to 
be such ordinary things as 
planes, satellites, balloons, 
clouds, planets and birds.

Scrapped by 
U.S. Air Force

BOSTON (AP) — After 22 
years the U.S. Air Force has 
given up its investigation ofj 
UFOs—unidentified flying ob¬ 
jects—but a scientific debate 
continues. 

UFOs were the topic of a 
symposium today at the annual 
meeting of the American Asso¬ 
ciation for the Advancement of| 
I Science. 

i "Scientists of the 21st century 
will look back on UFOs as the 
greatest nonsense of the 20th 
century” said Dr. Donald H. 
Menzel Harvard University as¬ 
tronomer. 

DMR J. Allen Hynck, North¬ 
western University astronomer 
countered: 

“We in the 20th century may 
be as far away from a solution 
of the UFO problem as 19th-cen¬ 
tury physicists were from an in¬ 
terpretation of the Aurora Bo¬ 
realis (northern lights).” 

Both men have served as con¬ 
sultants during air force investi¬ 
gations of UFO reports. Dr. 
Hynek served almost from the 
inception of the project. 

The air force saying it found 
UFOs no threat to national se¬ 
curity closed its study last 
week.

■ The flying saucer buffs will be discouraged, but 
practically everybody else will applaud the Air Force 
decision to close down Project Blue Book and its 
fruitless hunt for what are called, in bureaucratic 
jargon, unidentified flying objects (U.F.O.). It is, in fact, 
surprising that the Air Force waited almost a. year 
after the Condon Report punctured the U.F.O. bubble 
before taking this action. Some 21 years of work 
and hundreds of thousands of dollars of expenditure 
by the Air Force on this topic have produced gains 
neither for national security nor for science. 

No doubt the true believers will continue the quest, 
convinced more than ever that some bureaucratic con¬ 
spiracy is seeking to hush up the news that the earth 
is under extraterrestrial reconnaissance or has been 
visited by beings from elsewhere in the universe. This 
is the Age of Aquarius: astrologers are prospering 
and a stand selling computerized horoscopes does a 
thriving business in Grand Central Station. The landing 
of two manned expeditions on the moon in the past 
six-months only strengthens the faithful in their 
conviction that space ships from other worlds are 
visiting this planet. , 

But the prosaic fact is that despite a great expendi- . 
tore of time, effort and money, no really convincing 
evidence has been found to support such beliefs. There 
arc better uses for the taxpayer’s dollars than support - 
of Proiect Blue Book.'

Almost simultaneously with 
the Air Force’s announced 
shutdown of the “unidentified 
flying object” project a Walla 
Walla resident has reported 
sighting a UFO in the night sky.

Neither the astronauts nor 


the space expe r ts here can 
explain th e spaceship's 
tum bling neighbor . It’s gen¬ 
erally believed to be a stray 
piece of space junk jetti¬ 
soned by an earlier flight. 

Whatever it is, the Yan¬ 
kee Clipper’s fellow travel¬ 
ler and a can of left-over j 
tuna fish that might have j 
gone bad. broke the routine 
of a lazy Sunday in space. 

After their hair-rising ride 
up t h r o u g h the Florida 
storm clouds on Friday, and 
before the c r i t i c a 1 man¬ 
oeuvres that will take them 
into lunar orbit tonight, the 
astronauts spent yesterday 
relaxing and preparing for 
tests that lie ahead. 

At 10.47 tonight, Conrad 
will slow down the moon¬ 
ship and drop it into orbit 


around the moon. If all goes 
according to plan, they’ll 
circle the moon twice be¬ 
fore again firing a braking 
burst of the rocket to drop 
them into a lower orbit 
ready for moon landing. 

At 7.01 p.m. tomorrow. 
Conrad and Alan Bean will 
move into the moon-landing 
vehicle and prepare for 
man’s return to the moon. 

While mother-ship pilot 
Gordon circles the moon, 
Conrad and Bean are sched¬ 
uled to touch down in the 
Ocean of Storms at 1.53 
a.m. Wednesday to plant 
tiie U.S. flag on the lunar 
surface for the second time. 

The astronauts’ night owl 
schedule was arranged be¬ 
cause Apollo 12 must touch 
down on the moon just after 


the sun rises over the land¬ 
ing site on the southeastern 
“shore” .of the arid Ocean 
of Storms. The long shad¬ 
ows of dawn will best show 
the hazardous boulders and ( 
craters littering the area. j

After 21 years of treating the UFO 
(flying saucer) like an insane aunt who 
should be locked in the attic, the Air Force 
has committed the phenomena to any seg¬ 
ment of society not afraid of the stigma of 
ridicule. The AF has given up, and well it 
should, for never during this period did 
they give the subject the scientific scrutiny 
it so well deserves. Like their monumental 
failure, the B-70 bomber, the UFO has pas¬ 
sed into the annals of history. However, 
unlike the B-70 they are still flying, and 
continue to boggle the minds of scientists 
who are not tainted with provincialism. 

Clyde Tombaugh, the only living astron¬ 
omer to discover a planet (Pluto) publicly 
stated that on two occasions he witnessed 
UFOs. The head of RAF Fighter Command 
during the Battle of Britain, Air Marshal 
Lord Dowding made this statement to Reu¬ 
ters, “Of course flying saucers are real, 
and they are interplanetary.” Add to this 
that saucers have been tracked or. radar 
and satellite tracking devices, shot at by 
fighter pilots and scared hell out of police¬ 
men all over the country and one can build 
a strong case for their existence. 

Although the Air Force does not deny 
.they exist —UFOs do not constitute a 
7 threat to the security of the nation is their 
way of pussy-footing around the issue — 
they have never done anything to advance 
the case for the UFO.

BOSTON — A pie? for 
preservation from destruc¬

Page is currently 
working as a visiting scien¬ 
tist at the Manned Space¬ 
craft Center near Houston, 
Tex. 

He reported that, accord¬ 
ing to Air Force sources, 
the unclassified files com¬ 


piled by the Air Force’s 
Project Blue Book are to be 
transferred to archives at 
Maxwell Air Force Base 
near Montgomery, Ala. Pro¬ 
ject Blue Book, with head¬ 
quarters at Wrighl-Patlcr- 
son Air Force Base near 
Dayton, Ohio, has been re¬ 
sponsible for investigating 
UFO reports. 

On Dec. 17, Dr. Robert C. 
Seamans Jr. announced that 
it was being terminated.

The two-day symposium 
on UFO’s, which ended here 
this evening, wms held as 
part of the annual meeting 
of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Sci¬ 
ence after two. years of 
emotionally charged debate. 
It had originally been 
scheduled for last year’s an¬ 
nual meeting, but was post¬ 
poned because of the furor. 

Leading those in opposi¬ 
tion was Dr. Edw-ard U.

‘ WASHINGTON — The Air Force is finally, and not very 
reluctantly, going out of the flying saucer-seeking business after 
spending 21 years and hundreds of thousands of dollars in¬ 
vestigating UFOs. •; 

• Secretary of tht Air Force Robert C. Seamans Jr. announced 
Wednesday that Project Blue Book, the Air Force agency which 
kept voluminous files on reported sightings of unidentified Ty¬ 
ing objects, is being closed immediately. \ 

He sent the chief of staff, Gen. John Di Ryan, a memo¬ 
randum -saying Project Blue Book “cannot be justified cither 
on the ground of national security or in the interest of science.” 

Seamans could have added that the two decades of UFO- 
hunting had brought the Air Force little but misery and 
criticism, much of it from UFO enthusiasts who claimed the 
Pentagon was trying to hush up flying saucers. 

Closure of the project, a three-man office located at Wright- 
Patterson Air Force Base in Ohio, was suggested earlier this 
year in an Air Force-financed report by the University of 
Colorado. 

' The $539,000 report concluded that little if anything had 
come out of the official investigation of UFOs dating back to 
1947 that added to scientific knowledge.

If the Richmond area ever 
is invaded from outer space, 
it'll be in for a bad time, be¬ 
cause apparently there’s no 
one to report such a disaster 
to. 

This possibly unsettling 
finding results from UFO 
sightings early yesterday by 
three Richmond policemen 
and a reporter’s subsequent 
efforts to relay their reports 
to come national defense au¬ 
thority. 

Traffic Patrolman \V. \V. 
Tanner was at Boulevard and 
Grove Avenue, W. E. Shan¬ 
non was at Forest Hill Ave- 
nuc and Wcstover Hills 
Boulevard.

Belvidcre and Grace 
Streets. 

ABOUT 5:45 A.M., all saw 
unfamiliar lights in the sky.. 
One light moved slowly 
across the sky. Another 
moved twice as fast as the 
first, the officers reported to 
headquarters. 

“It wasn’t, any star,’’ said 


Tanner, who said the first ob¬ 
ject moved “very, very slow¬ 
ly from southeast to north¬ 
west. It looked like a star, 
but it moved and stopped. It 
wasn't red. it wasn’t blue — 
just white." 

While Tanner was talking 
to a reporter on the phone,. 1 
Shannon broke in excitedly to 
report: “It’s now going 
south. It's really moving." 

The Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration at Byrd Field 
said it could pick up nothing, 
on its radar. But, the FAA 
said, its apparatus was 
geared to pick up low-flying 
objects, rather than the high¬ 
flying UFOs. 

THE FAA suggested that 
the reports — or inquiries for 
information — be referred to 
telephone number 649 : 3611. 
That turned out to be the 
number of the Federal Build¬ 
ing in downtown Richmond. 

An operator at the Federal 
Building was a bit taken 
aback, when asked about 
UFO reporting procedures. 


She referred the call to mili¬ 
tary intelligence. 

“It wouldn’t be us," said 
military intelligence. "The 
only office I can see listed 
here is the Air Force Office." 

A call went back to the 
FAA, asking which office to 
contact. “The number on the 
board is our reference,” the 
FAA answered. 

So the Air Force was 
called. 

“No, it’s not our office you 
want," the Air Force said. 
“We are strictly in the re¬ 
cruiting business and have 
nothing to do with that. You 
might try the Washington Air 
Defense Sector at Byrd Field. 
The number is 737-0148." 

WASHINGTON Air Defense 
Sector couldn't help, but sug¬ 
gested that a Lt. Jones in the 
information office at Ft. Lee 
might be the party to talk 
with. 

Lt. Jones said he wasn’t 
the man and referred the cal¬ 
ler to Langley Air Force 
Base. 


A call to Langley and a 
request to speak to the UFO 
investigating officer met with 
a “Stand by, sir." Then the 
call was put into a phone 
which registered a busy sig¬ 
nal. 

The Chesapeake and Polo- 
mac Telephone Co. operator 
obligingly redialed the call, 
and the base operator, after 
some hesitation, connected 
the caller with what ap¬ 
peared to be the 4500th Air 
Base Group Command Post. 

“Is it a new report,” the 
caller was asked. 

“ H e c k , I don’t know. 
Maybe someone reported 
these before," was the an¬ 
swer. 

The caller was then re¬ 
ferred to a Capt. Mitchell, 
chief of the office of informa¬ 
tion. 

FOR TWO hours, a caller 
got nothing but a busy signal 
when he dialed the number 
given.

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U.S. Mooabase Seen as i^iext important

The United States will estab¬ 
lish a nioonbase as the next 
meaningful venture in space, 
predicts a Nobel scientist who 
spoke to Oregon scientist 
teachers. 

Dr. Willard F. Libby, direc¬ 
tor of the Institute of Geophys¬ 
ics and Planetary Physics at 
the University of California, 
says such a base can establish 
a chemical factory to develop 
propellants for further rpace 
probes, and can manufacture 
new metals because of the ab-| 
sence of air and gravity which 
have fantastic properties. He 
envisions huge diamonds and 
metals of superior quality not 
deteriorated by oxygen. A 
moon base also would be logis 
tically helpful for further ex¬ 
ploration of the solar system, 
says Dr. Libby. 

SPEAKING to more than 330 
Oregon Science teachers at 
tending the Thomas Alva Edi¬ 
son Foundation’s 14th Educa¬ 
tion Conference at Lewis and 
Clark College, Dr. Libby was 
one of 15 of the country’s lead 
ing scientists who gave the Or¬ 
egon teachers a firsthand view 
of “what’s happening” on the

ject at the American Academy, 
of Science meeting in Boston' 
December 26 and 27. 

“A year ago, this would not; 
have been a respectable topic!

ber meeting,” he declared. 

Dr. Hynek docs not believej 
that there is any question that;

and when asked if he thought;
